Better Street Railway Accommodation, 


Editor of the Townsman: 
Why can’t Andover patrons have better 
accommodations”on the street railway? 


‘This is a question which is heard almost 


every hour in the day, andit is not mere- 
ly a question either, but a complaint, or 
perhaps, asit would be more commonly 
called, righteous ‘‘kicking.’’ The half- 
hour systemenow in vogue is a very poor 
attempt to accommodate this end of the 
road. Perhaps it will be said that the 
traffic is not sufficient to warrant running 
any oftener. We honestly believe, and 
there are many more who share the same 
belief, that the road now loses fares 
enough by the poor service to more than 
compensate for giving us better accom- 
modations. Why, only one afternoon 
this week I saw on one trip to Lawrence 
twelve passengers lost on account of the 
crowded condition of the car, It wasa 
closed car, and when it left Andover cen- 
tre it had between 50 and 60 passengers, 
and it seats only about thirty. By the 
time of the arrival in Lawrence the pas- 
sengers were packed in like sardines. 


Again, I believe that half the usual 
tfaffic from Andover square to the Hill is 
Jost because of the long wait between the 
cars. They prefer walking to waiting 
half an hour. Many come from the depot 
intending to ride up, only to find the car 
just gone, and they certainly prefer to 
walk rather than to wait for the next car. 

Andover has been very liberal in her 
patronage of the street railway, and it 
seems as if the management might con- 
sider the interests of the people in a lit- 
tle more accommodating manner than it 
is now doing by this ridiculous half-hour 
service, A ConsTANT PATRON.

Hood’s Farm. 


When Selectman Boutwell in a recent 
town meeting urged the demand for an 
exteusion of the waterworks system to 
the Lowell line, we doubt if a dozen 
people in the hall understood how much 
reason and truth theré was in his plea. 
Particularly was this true in relation to 
his remarks concerning the improve- 
ments and great work being done bya 
new comer into Andover’s borders, C. IL. 
Hood of Lowell. 

About three years ago Mr. Hood came 
to the Wei Parish and began to acquire 
property and make improvements, and 
the result to-day when these improve- 
ments are yet almost in their infancy, 
amply justify everything that was prom- 
ised by Mr. Boutwell in the way of a 
prospective very large tax payer in that 
section. 

The water was not carried up there, 
but the selectmen have recognized the 
demands of this section and during the 
past month have built in the neighbor- 
hood of Hood’s farm an excellent piece 
of Macadam road, besides some thorough 
repairs on other roads in the vicinity, 
until now the roads in this section are in 
good shape, a credit to the town anda 
source of satisfaction to the residents. 
A very enjoyable .afternoon was spent 
the past week, in and about Mr. Hood’s 
place, by the TowNsMAN representative 
under the guidance of our West Parish 
selectman. 

It was like going into a new settlement 
to come into sight of the extensive 
grounds and buildings now in process of 
construction by several scores of work- 
men on the Hood estate, Expensive Tel- 
ford reads cut up the acres into attrac- 
tive drives and lead one from one barn 
to anothe., and down to the beautifu! old 
fashioned homely house that has just 
been completed for Mr. Hood’s private 
summer home The view from the piazza 
of this house is one of rare magnificence; 
up and down the Merrimack, the eye 
reaches Lowell on the left and Lawrence 
on the right, with mountains and hills in 
front, Miles and miles in area of the 
beautiful foliage of our New England 
fall were stretched out before us on the 
day of our visit and the picture that. may 
be daily seen by Mr. Hood's family from 
that broad piazza will be one of dazzling 
beauty for the next month. 


Mr, Hood is evidently an admirer of }- 


good horseflesh, judging from the many 
slick looking animals'which were shown 
us by the very accommodationg and at- 
tentive grooms. They are kept in two 
barns, situated on the left as you ap- 
proach from West Parish. These barns 
are finely fitted with all modern conven: 
iences, and everything about the interior, 
as well as exterior, is kept in the neatest 
manner possible, in fact no house could 
have better care. 

Space will not allow us to describe the 
many fine horses and their pedigrees, 
which were related to us, but we might 
mention a few of the-more valuable. Per- 
haps the handsomest, as well as the 
highest priced horse, is- the celebrated 
Wilkes stallion, Passenger. This is real- 
ly a beautiful looking animal of a glossy 
bay color and finely built with clean 
limbs and intelligent head. His value in 
thousands is said to be up in the teens. 
He is kept now almost wholly for service, 
but has shown a mile in 21 ina private 
trial. Another pretty sorrel stallion is 
McGregor, with a record of 263-4. He is 
also a fine bred animal and is producing 
some great colts. 

Of the many noted and pure bred mares 
the leader in Mr. Hood's stables is proba- 
bly ‘Star Lilly,’ the famous mare for 
which he paid $9000 not long ago. From 
her he expects to beget some valuable 
colts, He also has several fast trotters 
and colts of all ages and sizes. It is real- 
ly a treat to look over these two stables 
of horses, and we are sorry that space 
limits us to such a brief and incomplete 
description, 

If Mr. Hood delights in fine horses, he 
almost revels in breeding fine cattle, and 
it was to the large barn on the right, 
where they are kept, that we were taken. 
The cows had just been driven in for the 
evening milking and it was a great sight 
to see about fifty pure bred Jersey cows, 
of about the same color and size, stand- 
ing in two rows, chewing their evening 
fodder. We dare not say how many dol- 
lars were represented there, but it is suf- 
ficient to say that the prices paid for 
those not raised there ranged from $1500 
down. ‘‘Tennessee Tormentor’’ is the 
name of a valuable Jersey bull who occu- 
pied one corner and for which the sum of 
$1500 was paid. It would probably be 
difficult to find such another fine and val- 
uable a herd of cattle as these Jerseys of 
Mr. Hood’s. Besides these, there were 
innumerable sucklings and calves of va- 
rious ages. The milk given by each cow 
is weighed and a record kept of the same, 
so they can very quickly tell just what 
each animal is worth as a milk producer, 
In this connection it might be well to 
mention the creamery which is supplied 
with the modern improvements and 
looked after by a professional butter- 
maker, A large amount of butter and 
cream is made and sold, and we do not 
hesitate a moment in saying that the but- 
ter is excellent, if we may be allowed to 
judge from the sample furnished us. It 
is sold in half pound pieees which are 
marked in squares, and on each square is 
the letter H. These are intended for use 
on individual butter plates. 

Before we leave the cattle barn we must 
not forget to speak of those dirty, but 
necessary animals, the hogs. These are 
kept in the large and airy barn cellar and 
are most all of the Berkshire breed. 
There are a large number of them, One 
thing very noticeable in this barn is the 
neatness with which everything is kept, 
especially “so in the cow -department 


where everything is done 
animals comfortable, the st 
ing of the latet improved 
bedding clean and good.

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ASTOUNDING MAGIC. 


THRILLING FEATS PERFORMED BY 
ANCIENT ORIENTAL JUGGLERS. 


fhe Wonderful Conjuring Tricks Were 
Accomplished Without the Use of Elab- 
orate Paraphernalia and Seem Almost 
Beyond Belief. 


Tales which horrified our forefathers 
while they were trusting and ignorant, 
which stirred a later generation to mirth 
and were dismissed at length as thread- 
bare jests, become interesting again now 
that we can perform these miracles our- 
selves, The best of our conjurers’ tricks 
have been learned in the east, and in 
many instances they have improved on 
the original. But itis not certain that 
their modus operandi is the same. 

The most ingenious ‘‘professor” in Eu- 
rope might despair when set to achieve 
that feat which is the first trial of an as- 
pirant among the Kakhuens, as Sir E. 
Slade describes it. The neophyte must 
climb a ladder of which the rungs are 
naked swords, edge upward, and sit 
upon a platform thickly studded with 
spikes for an uncertain time before he 
even “goes up for examination”—and 
this in the open air among a crowd of 
tribesmen, 

Of the stories told by the Ibn Batuta 
some have been verified, so tospeak, but 
not all. One day, when he was talking 
with Mohammed Tughlak at Delhi, 
three Yogees approached, and the em- 
peror told them to astonish his guest. 
Forthwith one took the form of a cube, 
rose into the air and hung above their 
heads, Ibn Batuta fainted promptly, but 
the emperor gave him a draft which 
brought him to in an instant. 

fo bee been suggested by those who 
ae read the original text that this must 
ave been alcohol in some form. How- 
ever, when he recovered his senses the 
object was still suspended. The second 
Yogee then snatched a sandal from one 
of the bystanders and struck it sharply 
on the ground, thereupon the sandal 
mounted and slapped the cube, as if 
upon the face, when down the Yogee 
fell. Mohammed Tughlak promised to 
show his guests things yet more surpris- 
ing, but Ibn was seized with a palpita- 
tion of the heart, which put a stop to the 
entertainment for that time. Perhaps 
there was no ‘‘draft” handy. “yy 

On another occasion, however, some 
Chinese jugglers gave a performance. 
“In my presence,” says this respectable 
traveler, ‘‘they produced a chain 50 cu- 
bits long which they tossed upward, and 
it stood erect. A dog was then brought 
forward. It ran up on the chain and on 
gaining the top vanished. In the same 
manner a boy, a panther, a tiger and a 
lion mounted one after another and dis- 
appeared. At last they took down the 
chain and put it into a bag, no one dis- 
cerning how the animals were made to 
vanish in the mysterious way I have de- 
scribed. This, I may venture to affirm, 
was beyond measure strange and sur- 
prising.” 

An exact pendant to this is tale civ., 
in the ‘“Liao-chai-chih-i,” translated by 
Mr. Giles under the name of ‘Strange 
Stories From a Chinese Studio.” The au- 
thor declares that he himself beheld the 
marvels related—the only instance, we 
believe, in which he vouches his personal 
experience, a fact worth noting, for he 
tells a thousand marvels of the sort. 
When a little boy, Sung Lung was taken 
to the provincial capital for the spring 
feast and followed the crowd into the 
judges’ yamen. In the middle of the hall 
Was & man with a little boy, who under- 
took to perform anything demanded of 
of: him. The great men seated round 
asked for peaches. It was the month of 
March. 

Much ‘“‘business” followed, but at 
length the juggler said he must get them 
from the orchard of ‘‘the royal mother,” 
who dwells in heaven. He took from 
his box a piece of cord ‘‘some tens of feet 
long.” arranged it carefully and threw 
one end into the air, where it remained 
fixed, ‘as if cuught by something,” and 
he paid it out from belov. Higher and 
higher the rope mounted, until a small 
piece only remained in his hands, Then 
the man called his boy and bade him 
climb up. Up went the boy, after more 
“gag,” like a spider running up its 
thread, and in a few minutes he was out 
of sight. 

Presently a peach fell down as largeas 
a basin. While the magistrates were ex- 
amining it the rope dropped suddenly in 
a heap, and the man cried: ‘‘Alas, some- 
body has cut it! What will my son do 
now?” At the same instant the boy’s 
head fell from heaven, and lamentations 
which may be imagined followed. Limbs 
and body cametumblingafter. Toomit 
“business” the juggler collected them, 
= them in his box and begged help for 

he funeral expenses. The horrified spec- 
tators subscribed liberally, and when 
they had given as much as could be 
hoped the man tapped upon the box, say- 
ing, ‘‘Why don’t you come out, you ras- 
cal, and thank the gentlemen?’ Forth- 
‘with the boy threw up the lid, jumped 
out and bowed to the company. 
. Sung Lung @ays: ‘I have never forgot- 
ten this strange trick, which, as I have 
heard now, is performed by the White 
Lily sect, who probably learned it from 
this man.” The White Lily, otherwise 
“Do Nothing,” Wu-Wei-Keaou, is the 
most dreaded secret society of China, 
said by Mr. Giles to date from 1450. Mr. 
Maskelyne, we hear, has been consulted 
upon Ibn Batuta’s trick. He answered: 
“These apparent effects were due doubt- 
Jess to the aid of concave mirrors, the 
use of which was known to the ancients, 
especially in the east, but they could not 
have been produced in the open air.” 
The explanation seemed almost as in- 
comprehensible to the uninitiated as the 
gtatement itself. As a matter of fact, 
however, the Chinese performance did 
not take place in the open air. Sung Lung 
mentions “distinctly that a hall in the 
judges’ yamen was the scene.

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BUILDING A DRAMA, 


An Interesting Account of How the Real 
Article Is Constructed. 

A real drama is constructed and not 
written. It is built up as a house is 
erected by the bricklayer and stonema- 
son, and the words are only the bricks 
and stones and have the same relative 
value to the design of the playwright as 
these to the designs of the architect. The 
architect has the structure in existence 
and clearly wrought out before the first 
ttone is laid, and the drama of the true 
playwright is in existence before a word 
is written. Words there must be, just. 
asthere must be bricks, but as the latter 
van be carted from the kiln at current 
prices in any quantity, so can the former 
be brought to the playwright from the 
dictionary o¥ any purveyor of sentences 
at current pricer 

The rare man wa. vonstructs a good 
play can hire men by the regiment to 
write the lines, But the dialogue, the 
epigram, the repartee, the brilliant 
speech such as we find in Congreve and 
in Sheridan, is not this an essential? 
the reader will.ask. Letusnot put the 
cart before the horse. It is the situa- 
tions that produce the dialogues, It is 
not the dialogues that produce the situa- 
tions, Given a situation that calls for 
@ smart, brisk, snappy, witty exchange 
of words, and the words will come. We 
see this in real life, and the stage copies 


‘real life. Even inso simple a situation 


as when @ couple of cartmen get their 
wheels locked on Broadway on a muddy 
day and a policeman comes. up to sepa- 
rate them, you will hear a good deal of 
smart though coarse dialogue. Such 
dialogue and all dialogue that grows out 
of any situation (and no dialogue worth 
listening to grows out of anything else) 
is interesting in proportion as the situa- 


, tion is interesting. 


Without situation to call forth an in- 
terchange of language suitable to the oc- 
casion, and especially such situation as 
of itself interests the audience and causes 
each meniber of “it to ask himself what 
the characters will say next, a lot of 
well dressed people might stand or sit 
around on the stage and fire off epigrams 
at each other, and the audience would 
yawn. 

Dramas, so called, written in perfect 
accordance with syntax, witty here and 
there and always elegant, pour in upon 
the manager and are repeated with the 
utmost energy and dispatch because they 
are nothing but sermons or essays in 
three or four chapterscalled acts. Their 
authors style them dramas because they 
are not dramatic. They divide them 
into acts because they involve no action 
and subdivide them into scenes because 
where nothing is done nothing can be 
seen, I may remark in passing that the 
old fashioned shifting of scenes during 
an act is now only put into plays by nov- 
ices who have not studied the modern 
stage.—W. H. Crane in North American 
Review. 


How Gravitation Varies. 

That changes involving the displace- 
ment of immense masses are going on 
within the earth is one of the suggested 
explanations of some observations re- 
cently announced in France, It has been 
found at the Parc St. Maur observatory 
that the force of gravitation, or the 
weight of bodies, undergoes daily varia- 
tions, These are rendered sensible by 
placing in the earth a tube containing a 
column of mercury balanced by the pres- 
sure of hydrogen contained in a closed 
vessel connected with the tube and reg- 
istering by means of photography the al. 
terations in the level of the mercury. 

After all corrections have been made 
for the effect of changes of temperature 
it appears that certain sudden variations 
in the level of the mercury are only to 
be explained on the theory that they 
are due to change in gravitation. These 
variations last from 15 minutes to an 
hour. They are of course very small, 
amounting at a maximum to only one- 
twentieth of a millimeter, but they may 
imply very great displacements of mat- 
ter in the interior of the globe. 

It has been suggested that similar ex- 
periments should be conducted in the 
neighborhood of active volcanoes, where 
liquefied rock is moving beneath the sur- 
face, and other disturbances of the strata 
of the earth are taking place. 

Such facts as these present to the im- 
agination avery formidable picture of 
the gigantic commotions that accom- 
pany the slow cooling and contraction of 
the globe, on whose hardened crust we 
rear our edifices, wondering, when some 
of them are occasionally shaken dow 
by earthquakes, at the instability of a 
planet that is apparently so solid.— 
Youth’s Companion. 


The Ugliness of Trousers. 

Trousers appear to have been intro- 
duced into Rome at a comparatively late 
period and as a part of the military uni- 
form. They are worn by the Roman 
soldiers represented on Trajan’s column 
as well as by barbarians, The Greeks 
had never adopted them, With their in- 
stinctive sense of beauty they had recog- 
nized that these are the only garments 
that cannot possibly be made graceful. 
A sleeve may become a part of the dra- 
pery of afigure. A trousers leg is more 
obstinate in its ugliness. If tight, it 
bags at the knees on the third wearing. 
Yet this is perhaps its least objectiona- 
ble shape. If somewhat loose, it takes 
petty and meaningless folds, Some ori- 
ental nations have tried to disguise it as 
a skirt, but the result is not entirely sat- 
isfactory. If the trousers do not appear 
to give freedom to the leg, they have lost 
their principal merit. Compromise, 
which is the life of politics, is the death 
of art, which should always struggle aft- 
er an ideal. So thought the Greeks when. 
they entirely renounced for themselves 
the barbareus pantaloons.—Scribner’s.

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TRACING ONE’S ANCESTRY. 


Genealogy Appears to Be a One Sided and 
Partial Thing. 

A conversation among a group of peo- 
ple the other day, all of whom were of 
good New England families, brought out 
some curious admissions. Only one of 
the party could trace his descent, in the 
line of mothers, farther than to his grand- 
mother, though several could trace it 
very much farther in the paternal line, 
and even in what they called the ‘‘ma- 
ternal line,” which meant of course the 
mother’s father’s family. All present 
could telhthe maiden name of their moth- 
er's mother, but only one could tell the 
maiden name of her mother. Of course 
many in New England among those gen- 
ealogically careful people who can tell 
you the names of all their 16 great great 
grandfathers and grandmothers can do 
this, but these are comparatively few. 
And those who cannot carry back the 
line of mothers more than three genera- 
tions include the representatives of some 
of the most aristocratic families in New 
England, whose line of paternal descent 
is unbroken to the settlement and beyond, 

Let us think for a moment what this 
question’ involves. Suppose you write 
down yourown name. Then write down 
on one line just above it the names of 
your father and mother—the father’s 
name first on the left, the mother’s sec- 
ond on the right. You perceive that 
these two people had an equal interest 
in your being. There is atleasta chance 
that you are like your mother in impor- 
tant physical and mental respects. 

Now, set down on a line above these 
two names the names of your grand- 
fathers and grandmothers, beginning 
with your father’s father and ending 
with your mother’s mother. These two 

couples had as much interest in 
your father and your mother as your 
father and mother had in you, and there 
isin. youas much of your -mother’s 
mother as there is of your father’s fa- 
ther. Now above this line write down 
the names of your eight grandparents— 
which you should surely be able to do if 
you are a Yankee. Each one of these 
eight had an equalinterest in you. Now 
you-perceive that you have a pyramid 
standing onits apex. You are the apex. 
‘The left hand edge of it is your line of 
fathers, and on the right hand of it is 
your line of mothers. 

In all likelihood you derive rather 
more of your characteristics from the 
right hand edge of the pyramid than you 
do from the left and while in all prob- 
ability, if you are from a good New Eng- 
land family, you can go on stretching 
out the left hand edge of the inverted. 
pyramid you cannot. go.on with the 
right hand edge any farther, and this 
means that your genealogy is a one sided 
.and partial thing.—Boston Transcript.

IN BOSTON MARKETS 


Firmer Prices Rule In Deal- 
ings In Butter. 


Prices For Apples Have a Skyward Ten- 
dency-—-Grapes Plentifal and Low— 
Good Peaches Bring High Prices, 


Boston, Oct. 5.—There is little change 
in the price basis in the various lines of 
the butter trade. Supplies for the better 
grades are about enough for the con- 
sumption and a good feature is that the 
supply of second rate butter is small. 
This situation tends to make the prices 
firmer all around, 


Fresh northern creamery, the best this 
market dexls in, is worth about 28 cents, 
the same figure as was quoted a week ago. 
There is, however, no disposition on the 
part of receivers to force sales at this fig- 
ure, Western fresh creamery rules from 
26 to 27 cents, the packages bearing popu- 
lar brands bringing the latter price. 
About 5000 packages of butter were taken 
out of cold storage this week, This but- 
ter is of fine quality and commands about 
25 cents forthe choice brands, New York 
and Vermont dairy brings all the way 
from 23 cents to 26 cents per pound. 

The Fruit Trade. 

The apple trade, that most important 
feature of the-fruit market, seems to be 
a little off thus far. The crop of early ap- 
ples has beeu small in this vicinity, and 
the good demand with small receipts has 
combined to seud prices skyward. riog 
the past wrek some very fine Gravenstein 
apples have come in from Nova Scotia, and 
these are snupped up at $4 to $4.50 per bar- 
rel, The native variety of the same ap- 
ples brings from {5 to $6. 

| The supply of grapes is good and prices 
are, perhap:, a little low, though it sells 
off quickly. Congords, the favorite, are 
worth about 15 cents for five pounds, aud 
Delawares, from New York state, are 
about the same. 

Some very choice native peaches are 
now selling at $2 per basket, There are 

} the very finest, and poorer grades sell for 
almost anything they will bring. 

Some quinces are being sold at 40 cents 
per peck. The cranberry crop on the cape 
has been gathered and goodly amounts 
have already been sent to Boston. The 
demand for this fruit is not what it will 
be later, and, consequently, $4 to $5 per 
barrel is all that can be now obtained. 

Vegetables. 

Potatoes are beginning to come in in 
large amounts. Hebrons from Maine 
seem to come in the largest numbers. 
These are of fairly good quality and bring 
about all that can be obtained and sell 
well at about 50 to .55 cents per bushel. 
‘Some prices for other: vegetable are: 

Onions, 60 cents per bushel; cabbage, 75 
cents a barrel; beets, 65 to 85 cents a box; 
marrow squash, 70 to 75 cents a barrel: 
tomatoes, 40 to 60 cents a bushel; cucum- 
ners, $1.25 to $1.50 a box; lettuce, 20 to 25 
cents a dozen; parsley, 25 cents; horti- 
vultural beans, 75 cents to $1, and rutabaga 
turnips, $1.25 to $1.50 per barrel.

THE STORMY, PETREL. 


Some of the Curious Superstitions of Old 
Sailors About the Bird. 

One of the best known of the sea 
birds is the stormy petrel, It is oftenest 
seen during storms, flying above the 
waves in search of the shellfish and 
pther smal! animals that are brought to 
the surface by the tempest. The sailors 
sall petrels ‘‘Mother Carey’s chickens” 
ind do not view them with much favor, 
pwing to their being constant compan- 
lons of storms. Jack thinks that rough 
weather may be expected when he sees 
petrels about and is not quite sure that 
they do not in some way cause the tem- 


pest. When the bird is on the outlook 
for its prey, it seems to walk on the 
water. Hence the seamen of olden time, 


in allusion to the apostle Peter’s walking 
on the water, called the bird petrel, from 
the Latin Petrellus, ‘Little Peter.” 

So far from the sailor’s being supersti- 
tious as to the capture of another kind 
of petrel—the Cape pigeon—which is ufa 
black and white color and about the size 
of a tame pigeon, I have known Jack to 
take a hand occasionally in capturing 
them as a bit of recreation during a dog- 
watch. In southern latitudes the Cape 
pigeons follow a ship in thousands, The 
method of catching them is peculiar, A 
common bottle cork is tied to the end of 
a long piece of thread and trailed astern 
so that the cork touches the water, This 
gives the required tautness to the thread. 
As the birds fly in clouds from side to 
side astern some of them constantly 
strike the thread with their wings, and 
the resistance is enough to turn them 
over it, when the thread is wrapped 
round the wing and the bird is hauled 
on board. In this manner I have seen 
hundreds caught in a day. 

On one occasion a clipper ship, carry- 
ing passengers to India, captured pigeons 
by hundreds, and the surgeon by some 
mischance succeeded in entangling a 
stormy petrel. 

Now the doctor was an enthusiastic 
naturalist and what to the sailors is 
known as a ‘‘landlubber”—that is, he was 
on his first voyage., The doctor at once 
took the specimen to his cabin and made 
preparations to skin and preserve it. In 
hot haste a deputation of seamen, headed 
by the old gray haired sailmaker, camu 
aft with a request that the petrel be set 
at liberty, saying that otherwise the ship 
and all on board would surely suffer. 
The doctor, somewhat surprised, in- 
tended to set the bird free, but his en- 
thusiasm as a naturalist prevailed over 
the superstitious warning, and when the 
sailors had disappeared the bird was add- 
ed to his collection. The fact soon be- 
came known forward among the men, 
and the doctor was regarded with black 
looks by the crew for the remainder of 
the voyage. 

In the course of time the good ship 
anchored in the Hugli river, and that day 
at dinner the doctor suddenly died. 

There was a gathering of the sailors 
around the windlass that dogwatch, and 
the doctor’s sudden death was attributed 
by thesuperstitious sailors to his slaugh- 


. ter of the stormy petrel.—St. Nicholas.
